here arve on hand if the reservolrs, about
500,000,000 gallons, and the reservoir at Croton
Dam fs falling 2 inches daily. In this connec-
tion it is a slgnificant fact that the Croton Board
bave notified the Metropolitan Bonrd of Health
to reduce the flow of the Croton water at all the
drinking hydrants at least one-half of the usual
quantity during the present scarcity of the sup-
ply.—A. Y. Commercial.

Gotham Trouhled with Dirty Streets.

We call the attention of the Street-Cleaning
Contractor and the Street-Cleaning Commission
to the shameful condition of the streets through-
out our whole city. Broadway, by the terms of
the contract, i8 to be swept every night; and yet,
from the Battery to Fourteenth street, it s
covered with dirt. The sum of #505,000 is appro-
priated for keeping the streets of our city clenn;
and yet we know that the coatractor does not
spend more than at the rvate of 250,000 per
anpum. Mayor Hall and the other mem-
bers of the Street-Cleaning Commission
made a terrible fuss  about dirty streets
when Judge  Whiting  had  the contract;
but since the members of the “ring,” by
yutting  obstacle after obstacle  in  Judge
Vhiting's way, and by putting off the payments
due to him from month to month, compelled
him to give u}m the contruet to John L. Brown &
Co., Mayor Hall, Corporation Counsel O'Gor-
man, and the rest, make no complaint about
dirty streets, and the contractor goes on doing
1ittle or nothing but drawing his pay. Let Mayor
Hall fire another hundred guns in the Park to
celebirate our dirty streets, The “ring"” that is
allowing our strects to get into this shocking
condition hns two motives—the one is tomake as
much meney as possible out of the 505,000 now
allowed by law, and the other i toallow our
clty to become so filthy that the “ring"” can go
to Albany and say, “We want more money to
clean our streets,”! We think, however, that
this *‘street-cleaning frand” will be stopped
much sooner than the "‘ring” expecis.—N. 1.
